Isaiah answers their self-eongratulations with the 
only weapon that could pierce their pride: bitter and 
penetrating satire‘in which he reminded them that in 
all their plans, reasonable as they might seem, they 
had forgotten to feckon with God. Him they had rele- 
gated to the temple, to worship and poetry; but they 
never thought of associating Him with their plans. 
Were they not the wise men of Jerusalem, what need 
had they of God. 

We wonder what Isaiah would have to say of our 
generation. For do we not relegate God into the back- 
ground of our lives? NP 

To give Him credit for common sense in our politics 
or trade would seem to be preposterous and so we 
prefer to trust in our own wisdom. 

This is the besetting sin of our day among all 
classes of people, We desire peace above all things, 
but to dream of consulting God and asking Him to give 
us of His wisdom or to direct our paths in the way 
of peace, that we will not do. 

We trust our fate to the hands of power-hungry 
politicians, wise in their own wisdom, for ere they not
